"I voted a proxy of the 
Standard of New Jersey, blit don't re- 
member the exact number of shares 
I voted," he testified. 


When the state tried to get the 


witness to say he voted all he shares 
except Bates, McLaughlin, 
Ball acd 


himself, O'Brien could not give the 
exact number. He said he only owned 
one share. O'Brien's admission estab- 
lished Standard connection 
with the 


Buckeye and was the second link in

centrated at Manila, the force avail- 
able would be barely sufficient to de- 
fend it from serious attack," says 
Major 
General Leonard Wood in 


his recent annual report. 
"More- 


ov»r, a strong garrison should be 
maintained here until conditions per- 
taining to the civil government are 
well established and the animosity 
and disappointments incident to the 
building up of a local government un- 
der new and perhaps strained condi- 
tions have passed away." The total 
garrison there numbers 20,043 men, 
and General Wood in his annual report 
furnishes argument again,st reducing 
his forces. He suggests adding some 
artillery to the present garrison and 
sending to the Philippines one squad- 
ron of «ach of. the cavalry regiments 
in the United States. 


The policy was adopted of concen- 


trating white troops in the immediate 
vicinity of large Moro centers and 
holding small outposts with scouts, 
rendering it possible to move -compar- 
atively l^rg* commands into hostile 
country and at the same time provid- 
ing the white tioops good barracks 
and quarters. 


The department of the "Visayas has 


lyg'jn in good order except in the isl- 
and of Samao, through most of which 
have operated a large number of Pulu- 
janes, whose principal object seems to 
have been to destroy the coast towns 
and people in "the most ruthless and 
brutal manner.'' The general says the 
movement originated in unfair treat- 
ment of the people of the interior by 
traders and people of the coast towns. 
A widespread condition of lawlessness 
and resistance to the government ex- 
ists in this island, where 17 companies 
of scouts and a number of companies 
of infantry are caryring on the cam- 
paign. The Pulujanes operate in small 
bodies, seldom making any serious at- 
tempt to resist troops, so it is be- 
lieved their operations will soon be 
brought to an end. 


Public order has greatly improved 


in Mindanao. The industrial output 
there promises to exceed any previous 
year, and the people have gone to 
work. As there is a large Mohamme- 
dan element there, however, and un- 
expected disturbances may occur as 
the result of the action of religious 
fanatics returning from Mecca, the re- 
port says the garrisons should be con- 
centrated. 


General Wood says there is a large 


number of officers in the service who 
"ntered during the war with Spain and 
afterward and are not of a type de- 
sired in time of peace. Also there are 
many field officers too old for their 
positions. A man past 50 years in a 
subordinate position, he says, will not 
fill very 'effectively an important posi- 
tion involving responsibility in his re- 
maining years of service. He recom- 
mends thatEnglishkhaki be purchased 
in the east and made up into clothing 
for troops in the Philippines instead 
of using the khaki clothing made in 
the United States. He says the En- 
glish khaki is of lighter weight, 
more permanent color, more durable 
and better suited for tropical wear. 


General Wood, ^hile commanding 


Ihe political administration of the 
quartermaster's department, severely 
criticises the past administration, say- 
ing that great embarrassm'ent and de- 
lay resulted from the confusion which 


j existed as to barracks and quarters 
fund accounts, for which there was no 
excuse whatever. He favors the han- 
dling of army supplies by private 
steamship lines, except always cold 
storage supplies, stating that if both 
live military and civil authorities could 
arrange to give their business to com- 
mercial lines the ships would have 
enough traffic to enable them to make 
much more liberal rates to th'e govern- 
ment and to private individuals. 


The emergency ration has not been 


* success in the Philippines, the great 
bulk of those sent there have been 
condemned, and the men will not us« 
them unless under great emergency. 


General Wood recommends the cre- 


etion of a military artillery to man the 
seacoast defenses at short notice; the 
substituting of the back-pack instead 
of the blanket roll, and the dispatch 
of a number of officers to Japan and 
China to acquire the language there. 
' It is highly probable." he says, "that 
ourposttion in the Philippineswill ren- 
der it important that we should have 
8 cumber of officers familiar with 
these languages." 


Change of Consuls, 


Mexico City. Oct. 15. — General Mi- 


fcuel Xibold was appointed Mexican 
lousul at St. Louis. He succeeds Ra- 
fael P. Serrano, who was removed by 
President Diaz because of his alleged 
connection with the revolutionary 
junta whose headquarters were in that 
aity.

t Didn't Exactly Suit the Buckeye 


Boy So He Substituted Something 
Said to Be SHIy Against the Rules 
at Annapolis—First Hazing Since 
the Shakeup Last Spring. 


Annapolis, ovlu., Oct. 15.—At, thn < 


naval academy R. P. Guiler. Jr., of j 
Calais, O., a third classman, was ! 
called on the carpet to explaift his j 
treatment of Godfrey DeC. Chevalier 
of Medford, Mass., a fourth classman. 
Technically, Guiler is expected to an' 
swer the charge of "assuming unwar- 
•anted and unauthorized authority 
over a lower clasman in such a way 
as to humiliate and embarrass." 


The hazing of Chevalier is said to 


have been a mild case, and would be 
passed by the midshipmen under their 
differentiating rule used in the courts- 
martial of last spring as '"running." 
Guiler, it is understood, went to Chev- 
alier's room and asked the fourth 
classman his name. After being told 
he intimated that it was ''too big a j 
mouthful," and said: "Hereafter you 
will be known as ..," giving the fourth 
classman a silly nickname. 


Admiral Sands ordered that Guiler's 


name be "read out" at formation. The 
admiral said he did this to place the 
offense with the other infractions of 
tSe academy rules and not to make it 
more important than it really is. He 
seemed to think it an isolated case, as 
the bo$rd of investigation in its exam- 
ination of 'several fourth classmen 
found but one other fact in any way 
relating to hazing. This was the cas'e 
of a youth who resigned and whose 
hazing occurred immediately after Tiis 
resignation was accepted, 'but before 
he doffed his uniform. 


The incident was disclosed through 


an investigation by the directors'of the 
academy. This board meets at stated 
periods when fourth-class men are 
called before it and questioned broadly 
as "to whether they have been hazed 
or know of any of their classmates 
who* have suffered a like indignity. As 
soon as Chevalier's case was unearthed 
a report was made to Admiral Sands, 
who ordered an investigation and 
served notice on Guiler that he must 
file an answer in writing. When this 
answer is placed in the admiral's 
hands he will act on" it. Under the 
provisions of the new hazing law en- 
acted atr the-last session ^of congress 
absolute dismissal after conviction by 
courtmartial as the only penalty for 
hazing was abolished. 


This is the first instance of hazing 


at the naval academy since the shake" 
up at Annapolis last spring in which 
several midshipmen were courtmar- 
martial'ed and either dismissed or dis- 
ciplined.
